The Applicant hereby petitions the United States Patent and Trademark Office to 
revive the above appUcation as being unintentionally abandoned under 37 C.F.R. 
§1. 137(b). 

FACTS 

1. U.S. Patent AppUcation 09/622,245 was filed on August 15, 2000. 

2. On August 26, 2003, a final Office Action was mailed, which indicated that a 
response to the final Office Action was due on or before February 26, 2004. 

3. A response to the final Office Action was mailed by the Applicant on 
February 19, 2004. 

4. On March 12, 2004, a docketing check revealed that an Advisory Action was 
mailed on March 8, 2004. Additionally, the docketing check revealed that 
neither a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) nor a Notice of Appeal, 
was filed by February 26, 2004, thereby abandoning the application.
